Here is what Moore has 
to say: 
“Popular apprehension re­ 
garding harm to the earth and its in­ 
habitants during the impending visit 
of Hailey’s comet to this portion of the 
uuiverse is unfounded. 
The result of 
a collision between the earth and a 
comet would depend on the mass of 
the comet, the velocity of the bodies 
and the angle of impact. 
A collision 
in the present case will be impossible 
owing to a safety margin between the 
tracks of the earth and the comet of 
some 13,000,000 miles. 
The tall of toe 
comet, through which the earth will 
probably pass, will be noticeable only 
as an absolutely harmless luminous 
gas or dust and may produce electrical 
and magnetic effects that can be de­ 
tected only by self-recording instru­ 
ments. 
A source of possible danger 
or discomfort to the earth attending 
cornetary visits would be the falling 
into the sun of a comet. 
As the least 
distance between the comet and the 
sun in the present instance will be 
more than 54,000,000 miles, the possi­ 
bility of discomfort from solar excita­ 
tions will not exist.”

his policy known. 
Under Governor

effort to stop race track gambling, pool 
selling, and other gaming in Indiana, 
notably at Jeffersonville*in Lake coun­ 
ty and at Madison. 
Of course Repub­ 
licans ask. in significant, if not sar­ 
castic tones, why Governor Marshall 
has not attacked French 
IJck and 
West Baden, and the casinos that have 
made 
Indiana 
notorious 
the

over. But on the whole, there is little 
criticism against the present gover­ 
nor's attitude towrards gambling. 
He 
is against a “wide open” state. 
There 
is no desire in any respectable quarter 
to take chances with a Taggart lieu­ 
tenant governor as a substitute for 
Governor Marshall, the sworn foe of 
gamesters. 


There is a definite Marshall sena 
torial boom, and it has its center in 
the Twelfth district, where the Mar­ 
shall rooters have their home. 
But 
that boom will not get far if the gov­ 
ernor can prevent it. 
The uncertain­ 
ty of the succession is the thing that 
stands in the way. Governor Marshall, 
as was predicted, carried his message 
to the Democrats of the Twelfth die 
trict, and In a Ft. Wayne banquet 
speech, outlined his state convention 
senatorial selection plan, and advo­ 
cated Its adoption.

FACTS ABOUT COMETS. 


Declares 
Millions of Them In Soace, 
British Scientist. 
Professor H. II 
Tu rner, who holds 
the Sav alian professorship of astron­ 
omy at Ox ford, held by Hailey In 17 04, 
lectu red at the Iioy al institu tion in 
i London recently on Ilalley ’s comet. In 
the cou rse of his address Professoi 
T u rner made this striking su ggestion: 
“On May IS we shall be in the tail 
of the comet. 
If y ou like to bottle 
some of the air and hand it down to 
y ou r grandchildren they will hav e in 
their possession some of Ilalley ’s comet 
of 19 10. 
“ 1 think,’’ added the lectu rer, “that i 
this institu tion ou ght to bottle large i 
qu antities of air on that night and iimi 
ou t what Is really in the comet's tail.’’ 
Professor T u rner dismissed any fear 
that 
may still 
ex ist 
of 
tin* rou se- i 
qu ences of passing throu gh the com- i 
et's tail by stating that only a hu ti- I 
dred-tliou sandth part 
of the 
a ir on 
May IS w ill tie comet s tail. 
Dealing first with the path of the 
comet. 
Professor 
T u rner 
ex plained 
with great clearness the fact that a 
comet mov es slowly when at its great­ 
est distance from the su n and v ery 
mu ch faster when nearing and pass 
ing rou nd the su n. 
“ It is a striking 
fact,’’ he said, “that Ilalley ’s comet 
spends half Its time in a small arc be­ 
y ond Neptu ne ami takes only a few 
weeks to trav el 
the sam e distance 
when it gets near the su n. Thu s there 
are millions of comets hov ering like 
haw ks in space ready to pou nce u pon 
the su n. 
Once In a thou sand y ou rs 
they make the pou nce. 
You ou ght to 
think of this env elope of millions of 
comets su rrou nding each star.”

Many Years a Cursed Man.

The life liv ed by the planters of th * 
sou th before the ex tinction of slav ery 
was in some respects an ideal one. 
Most of them were people of refine­ 
ment 
and kind to iheir slav es, by 
whom they w rre mu ch belov ed. 
The 
Ly nn family were of this ty pe. 
Their 
plantation was one of tin* largest in 
the sou th, and they owned more than 
si thou sand slav es. 
Their social posi­ 
tion in tlit» circle of society em bracing . 
the neighboring planter families was 
v ery high. 
Indeed, they were belov ed , 
by both whites and blacks. 
Alan Ly nn inherited this plantation 
when he came of age. 
lie was a 1 
splendid specimen of the highly lion- 
j 
orable, sensitiv e sou therner. 
Among 
all the y ou ng men of the region in 
which he liv ed he was the fav orite ! 
both with his own and the opposite J 
sex . 
lie was v ery gay . taking a prom- 1 
inent part in all the social affairs of 
his circle. 
If a ball were giv en on a 
plantation fifty miles aw ay he was as 
su re to be there as if it were on an ad ­ 
joining place. 
Yet mu ch of his leisu re 
time was spent in ex amining into the 
needs of the negroes on his plantation, 
su pply ing 
them 
and 
righting 
their 
wrongs. 
Among the y ou ng men of that re­ 
gion was Sheldon Av ery , who liv ed 
Some of the pecu liarities of the tails j on a plantation some ten miles from 
of comets were described by Professor 
Tu rner. Sometimes, lie observ ed, com­ 
ets lose their tails. T hat Is not alw ay s 
becau se the tail disappears, bu t some­ 
times becau se it is behind the comet 
and for a time, therefore, inv isible. 
At times the tail lies across the di­ 
rection of mov ement, pointing aw ay 
from the su n and apparently blown 
ou tw ard by some force from the su n. 
This force which blows the tail of the 
comet from the su n “like c h a f f is ei­ 
ther electrical or the light of the su n 
itself, which has a force of its own 
The dissipation of the tails of comets 
is now' accepted as a fact and leads to 
the conclu sion that comets gradu ally 
grow sm aller u ntil 
they 
“probably 
break u p into small meteors.”

the Preciou s Mineral Is Packed. 
Sold to Scientists Only . 
The sale of radiu m by the A u strian 
state departm ent, which controls its 
produ ction, has now In»*»!* placed on a 
more or less permanent footing. 
Th > 
chief difficu lty encou ntered has been 
to find a su itable way of packing the 
preciou s mineral, bu t the ex perts of 
the Vienna Phy sical institu te hav e at 
last dev ised a 
satisfactory way of 
handling it. 
Pu re radiu m, of cou rse, cannot be 
obtained. 
Bu t w hat is sold as radiu m 
is really a chemical compou nd known 
as radiu m bariu m chloride. 
Of this 
there are three different grades in the 
market. 
The preparation is inclosed 
in a so called radiu m cell, a rou nd 
capsu le one and sev en-eighths inches 
in diam eter and three-qu arters of an 
inch long. 
This capsu le is inclosed In 
a screw tu be made of nickeled brass, 
with a lead bottom, in which there is 
a little su nken squ are, which serv es to 
hold the speck of radiu m. 
The cell or capsu le Itself is sealed 
by a mica plate, which obv iates tin* 
necessity of opening it when in actu al 
u se 
All tu bes are carefu lly nu mbered, 
ami each bears an official stamp. 
Pro­ 
spectiv e bu y ers may note that it Is not 
money alone that bu j’S radiu m. 
It 
is only scientific institu tes and sav ants 
of repu te who are eligible as pu r­ 
chasers. 
In ev ery case so far the sales hav e 
been 
made to bu y ers personally or 
their direct representativ es, sent ex ­ 
pressly to Vienna for the pu rpose. It 
is not su rprising that In the case of a 
produ ct worth $2,37 5,(XX) an ou nce the 
strict 
ru le is “shipm ent at bu y ers’ 
risk.” 


WOOD PRESERVATION. 


New Process of Treatment Inv ented In 
Au stralia. 
Consu l John F. Jewell of Melbou rne 
su bm its the following report concern­ 
ing a new method of treating wood 
which has been inv ented and tried 
with mu ch su ccess in Au stralia: 
The essential part of the Powell 
w’ood process consists In boiling 
the 
w’ood and allowing it to cool and ab­ 
sorb a saccharine solu tion, after which 
it Is dried, rendering tHe wood thor­ 
ou ghly seasoned within a few’ day s 
after cu tting, increasing its strength 
and stopping all warping and shrink­ 
ing 
The sap in the woo*] is driv en 
ou t and 
replaced by an antiseptic, 
owing to the saccharine solu tion boil­ 
ing at a higher tem peratu re than w’a- 
ter, thu s making the wood imperv iou s 
to dry rot and to the attacks of white 
ants ami other parasites which prey 
on ordinary lu mber. 
Du ring the past fou r y ears a nu m ­ 
ber of pieces of lu mber were tested by 
the gov ernment of W estern A u stralia 
In localities where white ants tire v ery 
nu merou s. 
In one of the tests two 
pieces of lu m ber were u sed, one tre a t­ 
ed and the other u ntreated. The trea t­ 
ed piece remained sou nd, while the 
u ntreated one was destroy ed. 


A HINT ABOUT SAWS. 


How 
Be 
Dished Circu lar Saws May 
Easily Straightened. 
A nu m ber of thirty inch circu lar 
saw s of No. 10 gau ge stock in some 
way became dished or sau cer shaped 
so mu ch that the teeth were abou t two 
inches ou t of the plane of the center, 
writes a correspondent of Popu lar 
Mechanics. 
T he saw s 
were placed 
one at a time on n perfectly flat su r­ 
face with the concav e side down and 
a heated circu lar piece of cast Iron 
weighing abou t fou r pou nds set on the 
center. 
The center drew down 
fiat 
in a 
few’ minu tes, and then the iron was 
remov ed. 
One thing noticed was that 
when th*» heated iron was left on after 
the saw had draw n down flat It wou ld 
bow u p or dish again on the opposite 
side and leav e the concav e on the u p­ 
per side. 
This method may be ap- 
in many cases. 
For Instance, 
slender pieces which hav e warped In 
handling so as to seem eu tirely of no 
u se may lie qu ickly and accu rately 
straightened by lay ing on a hot plate 
with a heated piece on top of them.

Birds and Beast Flee In Terror From 
Aerial Vessels. 
European sportsmen are beginning 
to fear that game will be made scarce 
by the multiplication of aeroplanes, 
balloons and other aerial vessels, says 
the Scientific American. 
It 
is 
well 
known that w here many kite's are ha­ 
bitually flown they have the effect of 
driving the game to other districts. 
Tile effect of a kite, however, Is very 
small In comparison with that of an 
aeroplane or a dirigible balloon. 
A German landowner strolling over 
his estate saw two black storks which 
had been standing with a number of 
ducks on the bank of a pond suddenly 
take to tiigV without apparent reason. 
The next instant the ducks, quacking 
loudly, took wing and were soon out 
of sight. Looking around for the cause 
of the birds’ affright, the proprietor 
saw a dirigible balloon, 
which the 
birds had probably perceived before it 
became visible to bim. 
Ile learned 
afterward that deer browsing in the 
fields had been frightened by the sight 
of the airship or by the noise made by 
its propellers and had fled to the for­ 
est. 
All animals are terrified by airships. 
Partridges, quail and other game birds 
crouch aud hide, w hile domestic fowls 
litter loud warning notes the instant 
they perceive the monstrous bird of 
prey. The Swedish aeronaut Von Hoff- 
ken while sailing at a moderate eleva­ 
tion observed that elks, foxes, hares 
and other wild animals fled at his ap­ 
proach and that the dogs ran bow’ling 
into the houses. 
W hile the Zeppelin 
III. was going from Dusseldorf to Es­ 
sen 
the aeronauts 
on 
board 
noted 
that horses and cattle galloped fran­ 
tically over the fields on eatching’sight 
of the airship. 


KEEPS FOOD FRESH. 


Novel Method of Preserving Meat and 
Fish W ithout Ice. 
This Illustration shows an ingenious 
French method of preserving fish and 
meats for periods as long as eight or 
ten days without ice, yet the food 13 
kept absolutely 
fresh, says Popular 
Mechanics. 
The 
requirements 
for 
making the preserver are simple, con­ 
sisting of a wooden tub or half cask, 
a straight stick or broom handle, a 
crosspiece of wood for it, a glass bell, 
brimstone, sulphur and water. 
The tub is filled two-thirds full of 
water, and the articles to be preserved

are hooked to the crosspiece of the 
broom bandie, 
On top of the water 
near the center stick are placed two 
ordinary pill boxen, each containing a 
little po wale red sulphur. 
This is light­ 
ed. and over all Is placed the glass 
bell, the lower edge of which rests un­ 
der water on bricks or other objects 
placed on the bottom of the tub. 
The 
sulphuric acid given off absorbs the 
oxygen in the air under the bell glass 
aud then dissolves itself In the water. 
It is claimed that wheu the meat or 
fish is removed several days later as 
fresh as when placed in the preserver 
there Is no smell of sulphur or brim­ 
stone whatever. 


Germs Not Easily Frozen. 
Death dealing germs flourish in the 
coldest of cold weather. 
They live 
even iu the intense cold of liquid air. 
Infectious disease, such as diphtheria, 
measles, scarlet fever aud smallpox 
are quite us common in the winter as 
at any other time. 
Golds and sore 
throats are more prevalent. 
AU these 
diseases are caused by germs—those 
malignant organisms 
which 
swarm 
and breed everywhere. 
In summer 
time the smell of putrefaction tells 
that something is wrong, and a dis­ 
infectant 
is 
Immediately 
used. 
In 
winter there Is no such warning, and 
the first intimation is the actual ill­ 
ness. 
There Is, therefore, the greater 
need for efficient protection against 
disease 
germs—protection 
which 
is 
best afforded by the use of a highly 
efficient disinfectant. 


Cancer Cure W akes Hopes. 
Professor Rampoldl of the Universi­ 
ty of Pavia. Italy, asserts that he has 
ulscovered a cure for cancer and other 
malignant skin diseases and growths. 
His remedy consists of local applica­ 
tions with a special ointment made 
from the jui< e of a pod bearing Indian 
plant resembling licorice, the native 
nome of which is jaquerry. 
In bad 
cases, when the ointment is Insuffi­ 
cient, 
subcutaneous 
injections 
are 
used.
